posters praising Adolf Hitler as 
an ideal leader arid announcing a 
new anti-semitic party appeared 
mysteriously on billboards in the 
central square of Munich early 
Friday. 


Crowds gathered to read the 


text, which appealed for election 
of a "people's bloc" in the nation- 
al socialistic interest of the work- 
ing class. 


Of four posters in Karlsplatz, 


two were removed by passersby, 
a third was partly torn off, but 
the last of them was still intact 
at 9 a.' m. 


The garish-colored posters de- 


scribed Hitler as the workers* ideal, 
lauded his former propaganda or- 
gan, Voelkische Beobachter, as the 
best example of a German news- 
paper, and proclaimed asiti-seniit- 
ism as the basis of the "people's 
bloc." Thsy were Illustrated by 
crude caricatures of Jews.

A. G. Spalding Hurled

Baseball was actually active here in 1868, 79 years ago, 


veteran fan Tim Sullivan reports. 


Tim says the Forest City team of Rockford and the 


Riverside club of Dixon got together for a three game series 
that year. 


The Rockford group, one of baseball's pioneer clubs 


copped two tilts, one going Dixon's way. 


Elbowing for Forest City in that long-past series was 


the fabulous A. G. Spalding, whose placque reposes in the 


He's also the fel- 
Hall of Fame. 
low who started a sporting goods 
business still coining millions. 


Spalding entered the game two 


seasons before the Dixon match- 
es. After five seasons in Rock- 
ford, A. G. moved on to Boston, 
compiling a remarkable record of 
56 wins and four defeats in 187?. 
The next year he was a Chicago 
Cub (manager, captain and secre- 
tary) as the National league came 
into existence, 


Spalding brought the Chicago- 


ans home in front chiefly through 
his box contributions (47 wins, 13 
losses), then retired as an active 
player. 


Games at Fair Grounds 


But his name continues to rank 


high in the world of sports—each 
and every National Itague contest 
is played with a ball bearing the 
tag "Spalding." 


Those 1868 games were held at 


the Lee County Fair association 
grounds,*now the Maple Park sub- 
division, Sullivan reveals. Part of 
the diamond included a section of 
the present ball orchard, Reynolds 
field.
